And while Warburg—as far as 
this writer knows—did not participate in 
that financing, he did have concrete evi­ 
dence that the German leopard does not 
change his spots.

Also dining in New York the other night 
with a confidential group of bigwigs was 
Ernest Rev in, foieign minister of Britain 
He said in brief:

try faces the loss of 50,000.00 acres 
of fertile tunnland 
and 
serious 
damage to an additional 100,000,- 
000 acres within the next century 
unless a 20-year nationwide pro­ 
gram of basic conservation 
work 
is: undertaken. 
He estimates tne cost of a con­ 
servation program a1 
$6,000,000,- 
000, but said the figure was small 
“ compared with a program of in­ 
action which would result in de­ 
struction of land worth 
$20,000,- 
000.000, in addition to the costs of 
permanent losses in production.’’ 
In a speech prepared 
for 
the 
first annual meeting of the Soil 
Conservation Society of America. 
He estimated his soil conserva­ 
tion program for the 1.000,000.000 
acres requiring treatment 
would 
cost federal 
and 
state 
govern­ 
ments $2 an acre and individual 
farmers $4 an acre, and listed the 


following major recommendations: 
1. Expansion 
of 
conservation 
activities based upon land needs 
and capabilities, utilizing the pre­ 
sent soil conservation district sys­ 
tem. 
2. Drainage of 30,000,000 
too wet for tillage. 
3. Development of land and w a­ 
ter resources on 12,000,000 
acres 
in sub-humid areas. 
4. Federal, state and conserva­ 
tion district acquisition of land in 
immediate danger ot destruction. 
The land ultimately would be re­ 
turned to private ownership 
by 
open sale. 
5. Early completion of a nation­ 
wide land capability survey. 
6. A broaoened educational pro­ 
gram to create national awareness 
of the needs of the country's basic 
agricultural sources. 
7. Research activities to 
deter­ 
mine the relationship between soil 
health, particularly 
erosion, 
and 
human nutrition. 
8 .
